RESIDENTS WARNED 

Borough Authorities Say Leaves 
Cannot Be Burned, 

Reports have begun to reach - the 
borough authorities that residents 
are beginning to dispose of fallen 
leaves by burning them in their 
yards and in the gutters. There is 
a borough ordinance which pro- 
hibits the burning of leaves on the 
public streets or in the gutters, and 
they cannot be burned inside prop- 
erty lines without the securing of a 
permit from the chief of the Fire 
Department. 

People who burn leaves in tlie 
gutters in front of their properties 
are very likely to crack and damage 
the curb, rendering themselves liable 
to receive an order from the bor- 
ough to install a new curb at their 
own expense. 

The highway authorities of the 
borough object strongly to the burn- 
ing of leaves in the streets because 
the heat of the fire melts the top 
dressing on the streets and results 
in permanent injury. The police- 
men, therefore, will lie instructed to 
see that the ordinance against burn- 
ing leaves is strictly enforced, and 
people who do not heed it after this 
public warning, may find themselves 
in trouble.

The recent paralysis scare in Nar- 
berth, which caused widespread 
comment, and resulted in consider- 
able embarrassment for the school 
authorities and the Board of Health, 
has resulted in the receipt of an in- 
teresting letter from W. B. Carroll, 
a member of the health board. 

Mr. Carroll has explained why 
the official report did not go through 
the hands of the local authorities, 
and makes an appeal for better un- 
derstanding of. and co-operation in 
the work of the board. His letter 
follows : 

"Constructive criticism is appre- 
ciated and given careful considera- 
tion by any intelligent recipient at 
whom it is directed. And con- 
versely any ignorant clamor which 
is not based on a thorough knowl- 
edge of the facts in the case, does 
much harm to those endeavoring to 
carry on constructive work. 

"The people of the borough have 
been much concerned, and justly so 
about Infantile Paralysis. At a 
stated meeting of the Board of 
Health some weeks ago the entire 
situation was thoroughly discussed, 
and every possible consideration 
given to any action that would pre- 
vent a spread of the disease should 
it make its appearance in Narberth. 
The health authorities of neighbor- 
ing communities were consulted and 
arrangements made for a prompt 
exchange of any information that 
would aid in furthering such pre- 
vention. The action and opinions 
of the State health authorities in 
connection with the disease were 
carefully gone over. At the conclu- 
sion of the meeting the president 
of the board was given authority to

Hopes for immediate action in 
Narberth's campaign for better sta- 
tion facility were roused Wednes- 
day night at the monthly meeting of 
the Narberth Board of Trade. 
Burgess Henry A. Frye 
with ex-Senator Stites has 
working with Pennsylvania 
road officials, reported on the prog- 
ress of affairs to date. He told of 
recent interviews with President W. 
W. Atterbury. 

The railroad has practically given 
its stamp of approval, the merchants 
were told, to a series of changes 
which will culminate in a new sta- 
tion. The first step will be the re- 
moval of the freight station to 
Wynnewood — probably before the 
end of the year. 

When this is done, the freight 
tracks will be removed from the 
south side, and a concourse sub- 
stituted. It will thus be possible for 
motor cars to drive up to the east- 
bound platform, which has never 
been the case in the past. Elmwood 
avenue has been the nearest acces- 
sible point. 

When this is completed, the plans 
call for the widening of the present 
dangerous Narberth avenue bridge. 
At the same time the Pennsy hopes 
to abolish the wooden building op- 
posite the postoffice on Haverford 
avenue. 

This building, now occupied by 
Robert J. Nash as a real estate of- 
fice, has long been a serious traffic 
hazard. It projects out into the line 
of Haverford avenue, obstructing 
the view of east-bound cars on Hav- 
erford avenue. Many close shaves 
have resulted at train time when a 
number of pedestrians are crossing 
at that point. 

The removal of the office will 
make it possible to widen Haverford 
avenue to its full width at that 
point. These improvements will 
serve to ease up the traffic situation 
to an appreciable degree. 

No real promise is held out for 
the new station to be built on the 
south side. It will probably come 
in its turn after the other changes 
have been effected. A tunnel, under 
the tracks at Essex avenue, long 
sought, is not included in the plans. 
The cost would exceed $100,000 and 
no way of financing the project has 
yet been worked out. 

In order to expedite the plans, the 
Board of Trade passed a resolution, 
approving the plan of the railroad 
to eliminate the Narberth freight 
station, removing the delivery point 
to Wynnewood. 

Bookkeeping and credit were the 
topics discussed by the two speak- 
ers, II. K. Strickler and John L_ 
Bischoff. Mr. Strickler gave a 
simple and interesting explanation 
of the elementary accounting prob- 
lems to be solved by the retail mer- 
chant. 

Mr. Bischoff, associated with a 
firm manufacturing printed forms, 
took up the subject from the stand- 
point of system. He recommended 
a central credit rating system to the 
merchants, who later discussed the 
matter. No decision was reached.

Who Skipped Ball Two Years Ago — 
Bring Desanta Back From Canada. 

The mounted police of the north-

The warrants and 
the evidence in the case along with 
certifications from Harrisburg and 
from the Prothonotary at Norris- 
town were required as well as the 
approval of Federal officials in 
Washington. The trip to Washing- 
ton was made by Police Superinten- 
dent Smith.

Speakers Tell of Activities at 

County Convention in 

St. Andrew's. 



RENAME OLD OFFICERS 



Charities on which thousands of dol- 
lars have been expended during the 
past year were described Saturday at 
the twenty-sixth annual Montgomery 
county convention of King's Daugh- 
ters held at St. Andrew's chapel in 
West Manayunk. The convention was 
attended by 125 delegates and guests. 

The Holiday House for the Aged, 
at Narberth, was mentioned as one 
of the chief beneficiaries of the King's 
Daughters. In addition, the society 
is educating a Chinese girl as a mis- 
sionary, preparing Thanksgiving and 
Christmas baskets for the poor, aiding 
lepers, visiting the sick, assisting the 
churches with which the societies are 
affiliated, and aiding day nurseries and 
hospitals. 

King's Daughters' employment now- 
adays is a distinct improvement over 
that of past times, according to the 
Rev. Frank Hawthorne, wno spoke in 
the absence of the Rev. Stanley R. 
West, of Calvary church, Consho- 
hocken. "And it is to be hoped that 
women will continue their activities in 
the church and charitable institutions," 
he said, "in these days when so many 
women are doing man's work." 

Mrs. Fred Derby, of Narberth, State 
president of the organization, gave an 
address on "Our Works — 'By their 
works ye shall know them'." Syste- 
matic Bible study was urged by an- 
other speaker.

act independently in case the occa- 
sion warranted it. 

"How carefully, conscientiously 
and thoroughly this work has been 
carried on is not appreciated, and 
apparently not thoroughly under- 
stood. As close a watch was kept 
on the health and condition of each 
child in school as circumstances 
would permit. The school nurse has 
called up the parents of children ab- 
sent from school and endeavored to 
find out whether or not the child 
was sick, the nature of the ailment, 
and the symptoms. Anything point- 
ing to Infantile Paralysis was 
promptly communicated to the pres- 
ident of the Board of Health, who 
gave unsparingly of his time and at- 
tention. 

"The one case that was suspected 
was immediately transferred to the 
University Hospital, where positive 
diagnosis was made, and was re- 
ported by the hospital authorities to 
the State Department of Health. 
Since then there has been a storm 
of criticism directed at the health 
authorities and they have been ac- 
cused of gross neglect of duty. As 
a matter of fact, the action taken 
meets with the entire approval of 
the representative of the State 
Board of Health for this district. 
The period of incubation of the dis- 
ease is not known. To close the 
schools would be a simple matter. 
But to state when it would be safe 
to open them again would be ex- 
tremely difficult. Fumigation as far 
as is known is entirely useless and 
is not recommended but was or- 
dered done for the psychological 
effect. 

"There may be other cases. We 
all hope that there will not be. But 
if any should occur every citizen of 
Narberth should know that the 
Board of Health has done every- 
thing recommended by those in the 
medical profession who have de- 
voted their time and ability to health 
work. Furthermore, every parent 
with children in the Narberth 



schools should know that the board 
has given freely of their time ever 
since they were appointed, to pro- 
tect the health of those children and 
to prevent the spread of disease. 
The unjust criticism that has been 
prevalent is a poor way to show ap- 
preciation of their efforts and only 
hampers the work they are trying 
to do. Constructive criticism will be 
appreciated and kindly received."
